Like the United States, the British 
are fed u p with the idea that the de­ 
fense in a criminal trial “ hav e a sa­ 
cred right to the benefit of any thing 
in the law which may giv e them a 
chance of acqu ittal, ev en on a techni­ 
cality . howev er strong the case is 
against 
them.” 
Unlike 
the 
United 
States, the British are doing something 
to cu rb rights of defendants, ev en su ch 
laws that hav e been built up ov er the 
centu ries and are respected in our 
common law here. 
An official report of a commission 
of 14 .judges and ju rists has ju st been 
tu rned in after nearly eight y ears of 
deliberation 
and 
wide 
consu ltation 
that could remov e a defendant’s built- 
in adv antages. 
It was immediately 
condemned by liberal lawy ers' grou ps 
and su pported by adv ocates of stricter 
enforcement of law and order. 
“We need hardly say that we hav e 
no wish to lessen the fairness of crim­ 
inal trials.” the commission declares. 
“ Bu t it mu st be clear what fairness 
means in this connection. 
It means, 
or ought to mean, that the law should 
be su ch as will secu re as far as possi­ 
ble that the resu lt of the trial is tht 
right one.’* 


That 
is 
v ery different 
from 
the 
meaning in this cou ntry , where the 
clev erness of a criminal lawy er is 
ju dged by the acqu ittal he secu res, 
ev en when the testimony clearly shows 


his client's guilt, bcau se the lawy er 
produ ces some technicality that ob­ 
scu res the real testimony . One object 
is to prev ent acqu ittals for the "in­ 
creased class of sophisticated profes­ 
sional criminals” becau se they had re­ 
fu sed to answer qu estions by the police 
and had manu factu red elaborate false 
ev idence. 
As in the United States, there is a 
feeling, growing as the crime rate 
rises, that the fight against crime is 
being hampered by ru les that hamper 
police effectiv eness, that the law is 
loaded in fav or of the wrongdoer. 
Say s Robert Mark, su perintendent of 
Scotland Yard, “ in London there is 
only one chance in fiv e of a bu rglar's 
being cau ght; and. if he is cau ght, the 
likelihood of conv iction, if he is tried 
by a ju ry , is only one ou t of two.” 
Mark’s adv ice to the British pu blic 
applies equ ally strongly here: “ You 
mu st make u p y ou r minds what y ou 
really want.” 


C a n a d i a n H i t c h h i k e r s 


In what appears to be a callou sed 
political action to ease the demand for 
jobs in a pre-election su mmer, the Ca­ 
nadian gov ernment is u rging y ou th* 
there to take to the road, and is ev en 
su bsidizing y ou th hostels. In addition 
to cu tting the 6 per cent u nemploy ­ 
ment mark against the administration, 
the y outh pilgrimage is ex pected to 
homogenize conflicting political and 
langu age elements in the cou ntry into 
one happy , liberal family . “ A sense of 
national u nity ” is the declared aim. 
It would seem that su mmer schools 
and camps, bringing together the v ar­ 
ious langu age and regional pockets of 
y ou th, would accomplish a great deal 
more for the y ou ng persons and for 
Canada. To create a nation of y ou ng 
road tramps and inv olv e motorists in 
picking up criminals, as well as ear­ 
nest hikers, is a v ery risky bu siness. 
There are many beau tifu l trails and 
roads in Canada s parks, where geol­ 
ogy , botany and wildlife sciences can 
be stu died with the ex perts and where 


older y outh and children barely adoles­ 
cent would be in better su rrou ndings 
than inhaling highway ex hau st fu mes. 
As it is, the gov ernment is pay ing, 
for ex ample, arou nd $10,000 a su mmer 
for a hostel sometimes no more than 
a decrepit shed, and its su perv isor, 
who is not a y ou th cou nselor nor a doc­ 
tor nor clergy man nor trained camp 
director, bu t whose only du ty may be 
changing the straw and hanging the 
sheet between the girls’ and boy s’ 
sleeping qu arters. 
He may also dis­ 
tribu te the free gov ernment pamphlet 
of helpful hints, bu t which warns that 
“ 50 per cent of gonorrhea cases appear 
in persons between the ages of 15 to 
25." The free life of the road could 
compou nd this threat of a growing 
epidemic. 
Youth, 
both 
in

United Stales, deserv es better than to 
be dragged out of their home env iron­ 
ments. by whatev er incentiv e, to the 
asphalt jungle.

Men seem to forget this, 
she concludes, “ hut women 
know that as one grows older, 
intimacy and truc' are im­ 
portant in a marriage.”

most jars. I cherish those. 
They come in bight colors and

indicate 
leftovers in the refrigerator 
that ought to be used very 
soon.

frequently, and so on.
